The Role of the Chamber of Commerce

HAMBERS OF COMMERCE in the United Kingdom and 
C" British Chambers of Commerce abroad have always provided 

services for British exporters and have always worked closely 
and harmoniously with Government services. Many have specialized 
in this side of their work, including the British Chambers in foreign 
countries which were created especially to further British trade 
interests there. Putting exporters in touch with prospective importers 
of British goods, helping to find agents abroad, providing trans- 
lations, advising on tariff, exchange and import questions, arrang- 
ing meetings, both public and private, for businessmen with United 
Kingdom commercial diplomatic officers on leave and others, issuing 
certificates of origin and similar documents, and certifying invoices, 
are but some of the services which have been available from the 
Chamber of Commerce organisation in the United Kingdom for 
many years. On the deliberative and policy side, almost all 
Chambers of Commerce have export committees; many have 
geographical and market sections, and these consider problems and 
where appropriate take action on behalf of members. 


Rationalising market sections and improving these services has 
been the concern of many Chambers in recent times and the Prime 
Minister’s address in July 1960 to some 400 leading businessmen 
spurred them to greater efforts to improve and broaden those 
services and make expert advice readily available to their interested 
members. In the last two years flexible regional groupings of 
Chambers of Commerce have been encouraged and now operate in 
Scotland, the North East, Yorkshire, Lancashire, the West 
Midlands, London, and the South West. Within these groups, which 
are based on the larger Chambers in the regions, i.e. Edinburgh and 
Glasgow, Tees-side, Bradford, Manchester, Birmingham, London, 
and Bristol, members of nearby small Chambers can obtain many of 
the services available to the members of the large Chambers. This is 
not entirely one-way traffic, because often the smaller Chambers 
in the group are represented on and contribute to discussions in 
the overseas committee or the geographical and market sections. 


One of the standing committees of the Council of the Association 
of British Chambers of Commerce deals exclusively with overseas 


trade problems and it is assisted in its work by specialist panels of 
experts dealing with, for example, Commonwealth trade, confirm- 
ing house problems, customs and excise matters, export credits, 
international commercial arbitration, standardization of export 
documentation, investment overseas. The standing committee and 
the expert panels are concerned with policy matters and their

recommendations, based on the views of the industrial and com- 
mercial community as represented by Chambers of Commerce, are 
passed on to and often discussed with the appropriate Minister 
or Government department. The Caambers themselves are kept 
advised, so that information is at their disposal for the benefit of 
their members. In the same way the Association passes to 
Chambers, when permitted, information obtained by its representa- 
tives on other outside bodies, including Government committees. 

Two years ago Chamber of Commerce Publications was regis- 
tered and through this members can obtain copies of factual 
booklets and service pamphlets prepared within the movement and 
many of which relate directly to exports and exporting. 


It was against this background of existing organization that the 
Prime Minister’s speech was received. Representatives of more than 
60 Chambers of Commerce attended the meeting in Church House, 
and copies of or extracts from the speech were widely circulated. 
It has been apparent to many Chambers since then that interest in 
exports has been created amongst the industrial and commercial 
community. The Government’s economic policy has also helped, 
so that many who were already exporting have been encouraged to 
try and sell more abroad and some who had not previously 
exported have been stimulated to think in terms of exports.

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The Chamber of Commerce organization is equipped to help 
both these broad categories. In addition to general administrative 
arrangements already mentioned, its cross-section membership is 
unique amongst trade associations, including manufacturers 
(27,000), merchants (13,000), banks, insurance companies, providers 
of transport on land, sea and air, professional men, and therefore 
expertise on every facet of exporting is there for the asking. This 
expert knowledge can be put to best use in the Chambers in the 
larger towns and cities where the staff and accommodation is avail- 
able for the work. But many of the smaller Chambers are also 
active and some have initiated programmes on their own, in 
addition to benefiting from the regional group systems. For 
example, the majority of the one hundred Chambers in the United 
Kingdom have convened special meetings to discuss ways of increas- 
ing exports and 26 of these, Aberdeen, Blackburn, Burnley, Cardiff, 
Darlington, Dudley, Dundee, Exeter, Grantham, Hull, Lancaster, 
Leeds, Leicester, Norwich, Oldham, Poole, Portsmouth, Preston, 
Slough, Southampton, Stockport, Wakefield, Walsall, Welwyn Gar- 
den City, Wigan and Wolverhampton, have been addressed by either 
a Minister or a member of the panel of M.P.s who are assisting. 
Many Chambers, including Barnsley, Luton, Norwich and Slough, 
have had one-day conferences arranged primarily to appeal to the 
small or non-exporter. The pattern has varied in detail from 
place to place, but broadly it has been based on a panel of four 
speakers—a successful exporting manufacturer, a merchant, a 
banker, and a Board of Trade or Export Credits Guarantee Depart- 
ment spokesman. The emphasis has been on practical help; 
speeches have been short and the maximum time devoted to answer- 
ing questions. 


These conferences, seminars, study groups, etc., are additional to 
services which already exist and I would like to give readers some 
idea of how two or three of the larger Chambers in the country 
have catered on the export side for the special requirements of their 
membership. 


Birmingham Chamber, with more than 4,000 members, has nine 
export sections in addition to its general Overseas Committee and 
tariff, customs and information departments, all of which are avail- 
able to assist the Chamber’s members, and the members of the 
Dudley, Walsall and Wolverhampton Chambers who, together with 
Birmingham, form the West Midland Group. These sections cover 
the Dominions, Europe, Africa (excluding the Rhodesias), Latin 
America and the West Indies, North America, the Near and Middle 
East, India, China and the Far East, and Russia. Since the discon- 
tinuance of the Castle Bromwich part of the British Industries Fair 
the Chamber has built a new £500,000 office block in Birmingham 
and the staff has been increased, special regard being paid to the 
provision of services concerned with overseas trade matters. Group 
and joint marketing schemes are now being encouraged because 
industry in and around Birmingham lends itself to such projects. 
Meetings are arranged between exporters and non-exporters so that 
if the latter feel they may have a competitive product for sale 
overseas, they can be advised by the former. If an existing exporter 
wishes to know whether or not his product will sell in markets 
which he has not hitherto explored, the Chamber will make 
inguries for him preparatory to determining whether it is worth- 
while obtaining a professional market survey. 


The London Chamber of Commerce, with a staff of 170 to 
service its 12,500 members, which are about equally divided 
between manufacturers and distributors, operates almost 60 trade 
sections. Their regional departments have been re-organized and 
are now grouped as follows: the Commonwealth (other than the 
western hemisphere), North America, Latin America, West Indies, 
the centrally controlled republics, Western Europe, Africa, Middle 
East, South East Asia and the Far East. Within each of these 
groups the 22 market sections retain their own individuality and 
new ones have recently been created for the United States, Canada, 
Bermuda, and Hungary. This organization dovetails with the work 
of the Information Department, which has always been concerned 
with all markets. In general the regional department and its 
sections deal primarily with policy and with matters affecting trade 
generally or a considerable body of members; while the Informa- 
tion Department handles the individual inquiries and problems of 
member firms. The line of demarcation between these two fields 
is by no means rigid and there is constant consultation and 
exchange of information. The Chamber has therefore a compre- 
hensive coverage with the essential background of information on

tariffs, statistics, and so on. 

With the continuation and development of exchange visits with 
other representative ‘bodies overseas, the organization provides 
effective machinery for using to the best advantage the opportunities 
that arise. It should also be emphasized that in discussions with 
other countries an important factor is that Chamber of Commerce 
membership includes importers as well as exporters. 


Within the last few months the London Chamber has organized 
trade missions or delegations to visit Czechoslovakia, Denmark, 
Finland, Germany, Holland, Poland, and Yugoslavia (a report was 
subsequently issued entitled ‘A Survey of Yugoslav Trade’); has 
received missions from Czechoslovakia, Hungary, the United Arab 
missions to Czechoslovakia, and Hungary. All these were or will be 
concerned with ways of increasing trade between the United King- 
dom and the countries named. 

The National General Export Merchants’ Group, serviced by the 
London Chamber and with sections also at the Birmingham, Man- 
chester, Liverpool, and Glasgow Chambers, has an important role 
to play in assisting the export drive and continues to operate a 
service whereby manufacturers are put in touch with merchants 
interested in handling their goods for export. Since the beginning 
of this year the number of such contacts arranged has been running 
at the rate of 700 a year, and even now urgent attention is being 
given to ways and means of publicising these services more widely. 

The London Chamber, which since 1911 has serviced the Federa- 
tion of Commonwealth and British Chambers of Commerce, is 
now concerned with the re-organization of this body to enable it 
to deal expertly and expeditiously with multilateral and bilateral 
Commonwealth trading problems. 

The Manchester Chamber, with over 4,000 members, has nine 
geographical groups, very similar to those of the London Chamber. 
A service started by the Manchester Chamber in answer to the 
Prime Minister’s call for more exports is an ‘Export Marriage 
Bureau’. The Chamber has collected a list of some 300 active 
exporters who are willing to assist producers and others to find 
export outlets. The service is available to members and non- 
members alike and consists of introducing a prospective exporter 
to one Or more present exporters of non-competitive goods from 
the list of 300 who have the necessary knowledge of markets and 
export technique to meet the particular requirements of the would- 
be exporter. 

Further relevant aspects of Chamber of Commerce activities con- 


cerned with exports should also be mentioned and may be grouped 
as follows: 


1. Services provided by a limited number of Chambers but available 
to others. 

Twelve Chambers (Birmingham, Bradford, Bristol, Leeds, 

Leicester, Liverpool, London, Manchester, Nottingham, Sheffield, 


Edinburgh, Glasgow) are authorized to issue E.C.S. Carnets to 
members and non-members. The Carnet documents are designed to 
facilitate the passage through customs of samples carried by com- 
mercial travellers to and from many countries. The service is 
growing rapidly and in the first quarter of this year one Chamber 
alone issued as many Carnets as were issued by all Chambers in 
the whole of last year. 

Many Chambers have for years produced classified directories of 
their members’ interests. These have always had a wide circulation 
abroad, and currently some of them are being printed in four 
languages in order to be of greater use. 

Some Chambers have formed export groups, e.g. Wolverhampton 
and Aberdeen, to see how exports from their own areas can be 
improved, 

2. Unique services in particular places but available to others as 

required. 

The Manchester Chamber Testing House and Laboratory tests 
yarns, artificial and man-made fibres, textile materials, cloth, and 
chemicals for impurities, colour fastness, flame resistance, shrink- 
age, tensile strength, and many other things, and is available to 
all exporters and their customers in order to safeguard the interests 
of both parties. 

The Leeds Chamber of Commerce Trade Marks register, which 
includes registered and unregistered trade marks and trade names 
used by United Kingdom concerns, is available for consultation. 

3. Services or activities undertaken centrally. 


Since the Prime Minister’s speech the following booklets and 
service pamphlets, published by Chamber of Commerce Publica- 
tions, have been made available to anyone interested : 

‘Tools for the Export Trade’ — this is designed to help the inex- 
perienced exporter in choosing the right channels for export 
and avoiding mistakes. 

‘EFTA Markets’ — a brief survey of the possibilities of trade 
with the other EFTA countries. 

‘Goods by Air’ — a guide to the facilities available for air freight. 

‘E.C.S. Carnets’ — a guide to the use of this system. 

The pamphlet ‘F.0.B. Vessel British Ports’ which has proved 
invaluable in previous years, is being revised, and extended. 

The EFTA Association of Commerce, which consists of Cham- 
ber of Commerce organizations of the countries of the ‘Seven’, has 
recently been formed. This organization with the secretariat pro- 
vided by the Association of British Chambers of Commerce in 
London, is concerned, amongst other things, with intra-EFTA 
trade. 

The Association of British Chambers of Commerce is represented 
on numerous bodies which concern themselves with increasing 
British exports. These include sponsorship of the Export Council 
for Europe, the Western Hemisphere Exports Council, the

Sino-British Trade Council, and representation on the Board of 
Trade Fairs and Exhibitions Advisory Council, the Board of 
Trade Export Publicity Council. 


The Export Council for Europe has produced its first report, 
covering visits to Austria, Denmark, France, Italy, Norway, 
Portugal, Spain, Sweden, and Switzerland. The President of the 
Association led the team to Switzerland, Sir Robert Maclean, a 
Vice-President, led the mission to Norway, and Mr. R. L. Wills, 
a Vice-President, was a member of the team that visited France. 
More than 15,000 copies of the report have been distributed to 
interest Chamber of Commerce members. 


Some 30,000 copies of the Board of Trade publication ‘Overseas 
Press Correspondents in London: How they and industry can help 
each other’ have also been distributed. 


Visits from representatives of other bodies abroad are organized 
to help stimulate British exports to those markets, for example two 
experts from the British/Swedish Chamber of Commerce visited 11 
Chambers of Commerce in the United Kingdom last winter to 
assist primarily with marketing advice. 

The Association of British Chambers of Commerce and the All- 
Union Chamber of Commerce are joint sponsors of the trade fairs 
in Moscow and London this year. The former was essentially a 
trade fair exhibiting in Moscow goods in which it was known the 
Russians were interested. Some 677 British firms took part on 725 
stands and showed more than 2,500 tons of exhibits. The foreign 
trade corporations from the centrally controlled republics were 
invited to attend and the next few months will show whether more 
British goods are to be sold in these markets. 
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4. Action taken by individual Chambers. 


Action has been taken by the London Chamber of Commerce 
regarding unofficial strikes and their effect on our export trade 
and the Chamber has recently submitted evidence to the public 
inquiry into the National Dock Labour Scheme. 


British Chambers abroad also give considerable assistance in the 
export field and, for instance, the British Chamber of Commerce 
for Switzerland was responsible for organizing a British Week in 
February this year, when attention was focused on British con- 
sumer goods 


5. Action undertaken in co-operation with other organisations in the 
U.K. 


After discussions with the Federation of British Industries, the 
National Union of Manufacturers and the Scottish Council 
(Development and Industry), the Association has suggested now to 
individual Chambers of Commerce that where possible they should 
co-operate with the regional offices of the other organizations (and 
in Scotland with the Scottish Council) when arranging seminars, 
study groups, or export clubs, so as to avoid unnecessary over- 
lapping. 

The foregoing is illustrative of the awareness of Chambers of 
Commerce to the importance of increasing exports and the practical 
help they can give. If this article arouses interest and prompts more 
firms to seek advice it will have served a purpose.

Report of the London Chamber 


THE REPORT of the London Chamber of Commerce Mission 
to Poland, published this week as a survey for businessmen, con- 
tains much useful information about the organization and planning 
of foreign trade in Poland, the development of Polish agriculture and 
industry, the prospects for Anglo-Polish trade, and selling to Poland, 
together with details of the main trade and commercial institutions, 
the Foreign Trade Enterprises, patent and royalty arrangements, 
and the Polish Court of Arbitration, and some impressions of 
major Polish industries and their prospects. 


The Mission, which represented a broad cross-section of British 
commercial and industrial interests, spent a fortnight in the 
country studying the Polish economy and its possibilities for British 
businessmen. The Mission saw much of Poland’s agricultural and 
industrial development and met many of her leading personalities 
in trade and commerce. It was described by the Polish Minister of 
Foreign Trade as being the most important of its kind to visit Poland 
from any country since the war. 


The report describes Poland as a country whose population, 
exceeding thirty million, is expanding at an annual rate of half 
a million, and whose industrial and agricultural requirements make 
her a substantial potential market for capital goods. Although 
Poland, as a member of the socialist bloc, looks first to other 
countries of the bloc to fulfil her needs it is also her policy to expand 
her trade with the West. Britain already does more business with 
Poland than with any other Eastern European country apart from 
the Soviet Union and has become her most important trading 
partner in the West. The Polish authorities have a conscious desire 
to buy many of their requirements from Britain. They expressed the 
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of Commerce Mission to Poland 


hope to the Mission that by 1965 British exports to Poland will 
exceed £28 million compared with £14.5 million in 1960. 


The Mission reports that prospects for increasing exports further 
are considerable. Since Poland has a long way to catch up and has 
to save the bulk of her foreign exchange for essential capital needs, 
the best prospects for increases will lie mainly in capital goods. 
Although much of the expansion will be in capital goods a modest 
increase in Polish purchases of British consumer goods may be 
hoped for. 

In the Mission’s view a more vigorous selling effort in Poland 
by British exporters will be needed. The exporter wishing to sell to 
Poland must be at pains to maintain close contact with the enter- 
prises there and to ensure that they are continuously supplied with 
information about products available. Visits to countries with 
which one wishes to do business are always important but with 
Poland, where, because of her state control economy and centralized 
buying, selling techniques are necessarily different from those 
obtaining in Western markets, it is particularly necessary that 
businessmen should be prepared to pay frequent visits for discussions 
with potential buyers. The Mission closes its report on the note that 
while problems arise which do not exist in trading with Western 
markets, there are compensating factors and Poland today pre- 
sents a market that Britain cannot afford to ignore nor have a regard 
to the rewards to be won should she wish to do so. 


Since the Mission’s report was prepared representatives of the 
Governments of the United Kingdom and of Poland have agreed 
on quota lists for the twelve months beginning July 1, 1961. These 
lists appear on pages 1425 and 1426.

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Greenland included in EFTA 


THE EFTA will, from July 1, 1961, include Greenland. A declaration 
to this effect was made on June 2 by the Danish government. The 
application of the Convention to Greenland conforms with the policy 
of the Danish government to promote by all means the economic and 
social advance of the Greenland community, numbering some 30,000 
persons. 


Denmark has the right under the Stockholm Convention to secure 
the application of the Convention to Greenland by a simple declaration. 
The special economic, social and demographic conditions in Green- 
land, however, made it necessary to retain certain special arrangements 
in Greenland. These arrangements, which have been accepted by the 
other member States of EFTA, relate to the maintenance of the Green- 
land Equalization Fund for the purpose of stabilizing the income of 
Greenland producers, and to restrictions on the establishment and 
operation of business concerns in Greenland, which will continue to be 
conditional on Danish nationality and permanent residence in Green- 
land. 


Denmark shall retain the right to extend at any time before July 1, 
1970, Danish customs duties and quantitative restrictions in Greenland, 
provided that such duties and quantitative restrictions shall be reduced 
and eliminated progressively in accordance with Articles III, X and XI 
of the Convention; at present all goods enter Greenland free of 
customs duty. 


Drawback Allowance on Imported 
Powdered Paper 


THE BOARD OF TRADE give notice that they have under considera- 
tion an application for the allowance of drawback of duty on imported 
paper of the undermentioned type when used in the United Kingdom 
for the production of export goods described: 


Imported Material: 


Paper coated on one side with powder, in sheets not less than 
30 inches in length and 18 inches in width, of a weight when 
fully extended equivalent to not less than 35 and not more than 
45 grammes per square metre. 


Exported Goods: 

Booklets not exceeding 34 inches in height and 2} inches in width 
the leaves of which consist of paper coated on one side with 
powder. 

Representations which interested parties may wish to make on the

not later than July 3, 1961. 


Revocation of Certain Drawbacks on Silk 


THE BOARD OF TRADE announce their intention of recom- 
mending the revocation, as from October 1, 1961, of the arrange- 
ments described under Item 5 on page 441 of the current H.M. 
Customs and Excise Tariff providing drawback on the exportation 
of yarn, fabric (other than Eastern fabrics) and made-up articles 
manufactured in the United Kingdom from imported raw silk or 
waste (excluding noils) on which duty was paid before January 1, 
1959, when the duty on such imports was removed. 


Any representations which interested parties may wish to make 
should reach the Board of Trade, Tariff and Import Policy Division, 
Horse Guards Avenue, London, S.W.1, not later than July 3, 1961. 


Review of Temporary Exemptions from Import Duty 


IT WAS ANNOUNCED in the Board of Trade Journal of June 2 
(page 1290) that the Board of Trade had begun to review the large 
number of temporary exemptions from import duty of goods 
(mainly chemicals), classified under a number of specified headings 
of the Customs and Excise tariff, which are due to expire on 
October 1, 1961. 


It is now announced that the goods under heading 39 will be 
included in the review. 
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International Export Credit Meeting at Berne 


DELEGATES FROM 21 member export credit insurance organ- 
izations in 18 countries attended the 18th annual general meeting 
of the Union d’Assureurs des Credits Internationaux (the Berne 
Union) which took place in Vienna from June 3 to 8, 1961. 
Observers were also present from the International Bank for Recon- 
struction and Development and from the Japanese export insurance 
office. 

Mr. J. L. Menzies, of the United Kingdom Export Credits 
Guarantee Department, presided at the meeting, which elected Mr. 
A. Thomas, of the Belgian Office National du Ducroire, as President 
and Mr. H. Brunner, of the Swiss Geschaftsstelle fur die Export- 
Risikogarantie, as Vice-President for the coming year. 

The proceedings included the usual exchange of information 
about the general economic outlook in a variety of markets and 
about the terms of payment appropriate for certain goods. 

An important feature of the discussion was the consideration 
given to the measures devised by several governments for facilitat- 
ing guarantees, in exceptional cases, for exports on terms exceeding 
five years. The meeting recognized that these various governmental 
measures would assist particularly the economic growth and stabil- 
ity of newly developing countries. The meeting reaffirmed that 
Berne Union members would continue to co-operate in restricting 
any general lengthening of terms of credit beyond five years in their 
field of operation. The next annual general meeting of the Berne 
Union is to be held in France in June 1962. 


Marking of Imported Refrigerator Cabinets 


THE STANDING COMMITTEE (General Merchandise) set up under 
the Merchandise Marks Act, 1926, will resume their inquiry at the 
Board of Trade Offices, Horse Guards Avenue, London, S.W.1, on 
July 20, 1961, at 10.30 a.m., to consider whether imported domestic 
and commercial refrigerator cabinets should be required to bear an 
indication of origin at the time of importation and sale and exposure 
for sale in the United Kingdom. 

It was announced in the Board of Trade Journal of April 28, 1961 
(page 1001), that the Standing Committee would begin their inquiry on 
May 29.

Report on Marking of Sliced Imported Bacon 


THe ‘Report on Bacon Cut into Slices’ made by the Standing 
Committee set up by the Minister of Agriculture, Fisheries and Food, 
the Secretary of State for the Home Department and the Secretary of 
State for Scotland, under the Merchandise Marks Act, 1926, has now 
been published. 

The Committee have concluded that there are not sufficient grounds 
for recommending an Order in Council in respect of rashers or slices of 
bacon. The Ministers concerned have accepted the report.

Conferences on Marketing in Europe 


TWO INTERNATIONAL conferences are to be organized in Vienna 
by the European Producitivity Agency, to consider specific aspects of 
the problem of selling to European markets. The first conference, to be 
held from September 27 to 29, 1961, will be devoted to the role of trade 
associations in the study of these markets, with particular reference to 
the manner in which associations can assist their member firms in 
seizing opportunities offered, particularly by the formation of the 
Common Market and the EFTA, and generally provide them with the 
necessary advice to develop sales. 


Participation in the first conference, to which the United Kingdom 
will send up to 20 participants, will be open to executives of trade 
associations and their advisory services, and representatives of govern- 
mental and statistical bureaux. 


The second conference will be held from October 2 to 4, 1961. 
it will consider problems facing small and medium-sized firms in 
selling their products abroad, and how these problems may be overcome 
by application of the right techniques. 


Up to 20 participants from the United Kingdom may attend the- 
second conference, which is open to businessmen of small and medium- 
sized firms in industry and commerce, representatives of trade associa- 
tions, Chambers of Commerce, official and semi-official trade promo- 
tion bodies, market consultants and members of economic and statis- 
tical bureaux. The two conferences will be to a degree inter-related and 
it is recognized that to certain people, both may be of value.

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Higher Prices in May 


RISING OUTPUT PRICES and higher costs of materials used 
by industry are again evident in the index numbers of wholesale 
prices calculated for May. No change from the rising trend in 
average prices of manufactured products appears from the returns 
submitted by industry but the most recent information on basic 
materials suggests a slight easing of certain commodity prices to- 
wards the end of last month. As the index numbers of Table | 
show, however, average price levels of materials and fuel purchased 
by manufacturing industry for the whole of May were somewhat 
higher than in April. 


Basic Materials and Fuel 

Higher prices of copper, raw wool, food materials, raw rubber 
and tin were mainly influential in raising the basic materials index 
by 0.3 per cent. to 97.7 (1954=100). The price of tin reached its 


1. Materials Purchased by Broad Sectors of Industry — 1954 = 


highest level since the Korean war but a number of commodities 
including groundnuts, cotton, jute and zinc were cheaper. Fuel pur- 
chased by manufacturing industry also cost less. Higher prices of 
fuel oil, reflecting the first full month of the increased rate of duty, 
were more than offset by reduced summer prices of coal. 


Materials and Fuel used in Broad Sectors of Industry 


In the index of materials and fuel used for food manufacture, 
lower prices of home grown and imported cereals only partly offset 
the increased costs of pigs and raw sugar. Higher prices of copper 
and brass semis, rubber, tin, liquid fuel and lubricants accounted 
for the increases of 0.5 and 0.7 per cent. respectively in the indices 
of materials and fuel used in the mechanical engineering and 
electrical machinery industries. The revised index for textile

materials in April and the higher estimate for May mainly reflect 
revised and higher prices of wool. The effects of increased prices 
of cement and lime appear in the higher price indices for materials 
used in construction and in house building. 


Output Indices - All Manufactured Products 


The price level of all manufactured products increased on average 
by 0.3 per cent. in May. The index of total sales in Table 2 which 
measures price changes in all manufactured goods sold outside the 
manufacturing sector, i.e. to the home market and exports, increased 
to 115.3 (1954=100). Final products of many industries cost more, 
including food manufactures, fuel oil, made-up clothing, cement, 
lime, paint, toilet preparations, lubricants, metal products, knitted 
goods and household textiles. Semi-manufactures sold by one part 
of industry to another for further fabrication are excluded from 
the net sector index of products sold by the whole manufacturing 
industry, but most of these intermediate products are represented 


in the other price indices shown in Table 2. 
Output of Broad Sectors of Industry 


Because of the differences in coverage, the net sector indices for 
broad industry groups are independent of the net sector index for 
all manufactured products and cannot be combined into that index. 
Nevertheless, the price changes for manufactures noted as influen- 
tial in raising the sector index for all manufactured products were 
also the principal factors in producing the higher price indices for 
the other series in Table 2. 

Bacon and sugar were chiefly responsible for the higher price 
index of food products. Lower quotations for pharmaceutical 
chemicals and plastics materials offset higher selling prices of 
chemical end products to leave the index of chemicals and allied 
industries practically unchanged. In the paper industry, cardboard 
containers and other manufactures helped to raise the sector index 
of home market sales.

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Retail Trade less Buoyant in May 


RETAIL TRADE eased a little in May from the very high level of the 
two previous months. Provisional estimates indicate that, after allowing 
for seasonal factors (including the position in the calendar of Whitsun) 
the index of the value of sales fell a full point and was 114 compared 
with 115 in both March and April. It was still, however, above the 
level for the first quarter as a whole (113). Although Whitsun does not 
affect retail sales quite so much as Easter, allowing for the position of 
Whitsun in making the seasonally adjusted estimates adds to the 
margin of error in the index. 

Compared with a year earlier, the increase in May (between 3 and 4 
per cent.) was larger than that in April (1 per cent.). The relative 
positions of Easter and Whitsun in the two years, however, no doubt 
accounted for much of the larger increase. Price increases probably 
accounted for over a half of the increase in trade compared with a year 
earlier.

Nearly 100,000 Overseas Visitors in March 


OVERSEAS VISITORS to Britain in March numbered 97,980 - 
39 per cent. more than in the same month last year, says the British 
Travel and Holidays Association, Britain’s official tourist organization. 


A London spokesman of the Association said: “This big rise in the 
number of visitors is partly due to the fact that the Easter holiday 
began at the end of March this year. Easter usually marks the beginning 
of the main overseas-visitor season and we have noticed in the past that 
the March and April figures depend very much on the date of that 
holiday.” 

The number of European visitors during March increased by 56 per 
cent. to 53,210. European countries recording the largest percentage 
increases on the month were U.S.S.R., 234; France, 128; Belgium, 73; 
Germany, 68; Denmark, 57; Spain, 34; Portugal, 28; Italy, 27; and 
Sweden, 25. 

Visitors from the United States in March numbered 18,786 — an 
increase of 32 per cent. 

Central and South American countries registered a 38 per cent. 
increase on the month. 

The March figures brought the total number of overseas visitors to 
Britain during the first three months of the year to 218,900 — an increase 
of 24 per cent. compared with arrivals in the same period in 1960.

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Industry’s Stocks 
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Halt in Manufacturers’ Stockbuilding 


PROVISIONAL ESTIMATES of the change in stocks during 
the first quarter of 1961 show that stockbuilding by manufacturers 
which continued strongly throughout 1960 has come almost to a 
halt and, though there were fairly large increases by wholesalers 
and retailers the change in the total held by manufacturers and 
distributors (provisionally estimated to be £73 million at 1954 prices, 
seasonally adjusted) is smaller than in any recent quarter. 


Manufacturers’ Stocks 


It is provisionally estimated that the volume of stocks and work 
in progress of manufacturing industry (at 1954 prices), after 
seasonal adjustment, rose by £12 million im the first quarter of 1961, 
a very small change compared with the increases recorded each 
quarter since the middle of 1959, indicating a halt in the substantial 
stockbuilding by manufacturing industries which occurred through- 
out 1960. This provisional, seasonally adjusted, volume change is 
made up of a small reduction in the stocks of finished goods and 
small rises in work in progress and in stocks of materials and fuel. 

The increase in the stocks and work in progress of manufacturing 
industry, at book values, in the first quarter of 1961, is provision- 
ally estimated to have amounted to some £107 million, which repre- 
sents a rise of about 2 per cent. and is smaller than in any quarter 
of 1960. The volume change (at 1954 prices) is these stocks, before 
seasonal adjustment, produces a smaller increase (£60 million) than 
at book values, due mainly to a significant rise in the prices of a 
substantial number of commodities during the first quarter of the 
year; this volume increase was considerably lower than in any 
quarter of 1960. 


Detailed figures showing the volume of stocks, at 1954 prices, by 
six broad industry groups, will be published in the final first quarter 
article due to appear in the Board of Trade Journal of July 21. The 
provisional figures reveal, however, that the volume increase in 
the first quarter of 1961 in total stocks and work in progress, at 
1954 prices not seasonally adjusted (£60 million), was primarily due 
to a rise in the stocks of the textiles and clothing and ‘other manu- 
factures’ groups of industries, with the increase in the latter primar- 
ily due to stockbuilding in the paper and printing industries. There 
was a heavy fall in the stocks of finished goods held by the 
motor vehicle industry. 


Wholesalers’ Stocks 


The provisional estimate for wholesalers’ stocks shows that the 
volume (at 1954 prices) of stocks rose, after allowing for seasonal 
factors, by £34 million, the largest quarterly increase in the present 
series. The recent increase in the volume of wholesalers’ stocks 
which looked to be levelling off at the end of last year, appears 
to have been renewed during the first quarter at an even greater rate. 

Information supplied by dealers in timber (Standard Industrial 
Classification, Minimum List Heading 832.2) about timber stocks, 
has been used for the first time in calculating the first quarter's 
estimates. 

Retailers’ Stocks 

The volume of retailers’ stocks showed an increase in the first 

quarter of the year compared with falls in the last two quarters 


of 1960. The changes during the period are shown in greater detail 
in the Board of Trade Journal of May 19, 1961, page 1188.

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Increase in Capital Expenditure in First Quarter of 1961 


PROVISIONAL ESTIMATES for the first quarter of 1961 
show that the capital expenditure of manufacturing industry, 
seasonally adjusted at average 1954 prices, was some S per cent. 
higher than in the fourth quarter of 1960; expenditure by ‘other 
industries and services’, also seasonally adjusted at 1954 prices, was 
| per cent. higher than in the previous quarter. Taken together 
these two broad groups of industries showed an increase in expendi- 
ture, in the first quarter of 1961 compared with the final quarter 
of 1960, of 3 per cent., seasonally adjusted at 1954 prices. By com- 
parison with the first quarter of last year, these two broad groups 
of industries showed a combined increase in expenditure of 14 per 
cent. at current prices and 10 per cent. at 1954 prices. 


Manufacturing Industry 


Provisional estimates for the first quarter of 1961 showed that 
the total expenditure by manufacturing industry, at current prices, 
was £273 million, or some 23 per cent. higher than in the same 
quarter of 1960, with expenditure on building work and on plant 
and machinery both up by 23 per cent. The volume of fixed capital 
expenditure by manufacturing industry (at 1954 prices) was £218 
million, or 19 per cent. higher in the first quarter of 1961 than 
in the same period of 1960 - an increase identical with that shown 
(over a year previously) by the figures for the fourth quarter of 
1960. The total seasonally adjusted volume figures (at 1954 prices) 


for expenditure by manufacturing industry, in the first quarter of 
1961, amounted to some £230 million - a level about 5 per cent. 
above that for the fourth quarter of 1960 (which had been about 
2 per cent. below the third quarter level). 


Fuller details of the capital expenditure, at current prices, of 
individual groups of manufacturing industries, will be published in 
the final first quarter (1961) article, due to appear in the Board 
of Trade Journal on July 21. The provisional figures show, however, 
that most of the increase, over a year earlier, was attributable to 
developments in the metals, chemicals and vehicles groups of 
industries. 


Other Industries and Services 


It is provisionally estimated that total capital expenditure by 
‘other industries and services’ in the first quarter of 1961 was 3 
per cent. higher than in the first quarter of 1960 at current prices 
and 1 per cent. higher at 1954 prices. Expenditure on new building 
work was, however, lower than in the first quarter of 1960 (7 per 
cent. at current prices) but expenditure on both vehicles and plant 
and machinery was higher (11 and 6 per cent. at current prices 
respectively). Allowing for seasonal factors, total expenditure, at 


1954 prices, was 1 per cent. higher than in the fourth quarter 
of 1960.

Production in the Cotton Industry 


THE VOLUME OF PRODUCTION in the cotton industry in April was 
2 per cent. more than a year earlier. 

Statistics issued by the Cotton Board show that during the first 
four months of the year output of cotton yarn was 3 per cent. less 
than # year earlier and the quantity of yarn doubled 12 per cent. less.

THE VOLUME OF ORDERS On hand at the end of April in the textile 
and clothing industries considered as a group was at the same level as 
at the end of March but 5 per cent. less than at the end of April, 1960. 
Compared with a year earlier deliveries were 2 per cent. less but the 
rate of receipt of net new orders remained at about the same level. 
There are marked seasonal fluctuations in demand in the textile and 
clothing industries, and sharp month to month changes in the rate 
at which orders are received should not, by themselves, be taken to 
imply similar sharp changes in production; they may, for example, 
lead to changes in the length of order books or the level of stocks.

Output of the Wool Textile Industry 


THE VOLUME OF PRODUCTION in the wool textile industry in April 
was 2 per cent. more than a year earlier. 


Figures issued by the Wool Industry Bureau of Statistics show that 
the rate of consumption of wool in April was 1 per cent. less and the 
rate of production of tops 6 per cent. more than in April 1960. Deliveries 
of woven fabrics and worsted yarn were 1 per cent. and 8 per cent. 
more respectively. 

During the first four months of the year deliveries of woven fabrics 
(excluding blankets) were 5 per cent. less than in the corresponding 
period of 1960. Total deliveries of worsted yarn were at about the same 
level but production of tops was 4 per cent. less and consumption of 
raw wool 2 per cent. less than in the corresponding period of 1960.

Mass Spectrometer for United States 


An AEI type MS7 spark-source mass spectrometer for the Radio 
Corporation of America, Princeton, was recently despatched by air. 
Valued at over £20,000, the order was secured against intense 
competition from American manufacturers and the equipment is 
said to be the first of its kind to be supplied abroad. Other export 
orders in hand for the MS7 are for Holland, France, Germany, 
Switzerland and the U.S.S.R. and one of the two for the U.S.S.R. 
will be shown on the AEI stand at the British Trade Fair in Moscow 
this year. 


Cables for Commonwealth Countries 


From widely separated parts of the Commonwealth, British Insulated 
Callender’s Cables Ltd. have received two interesting contracts, each 
calling for the supply of oil-filled cable with corrugated seamless 
aluminium sheath protected overall with an extruded PVC jacket. 
The installations are at Bulimba, near Brisbane, Queensland, and on 
Vancouver Island, British Columbia. In each instance it will be the 
first installation in Australia and Canada respectively of oil-filled 
cable with corrugated aluminium sheath designed and manufactured 
by B.1.C.C. The Australian contract placed by the Southern Electrical 
Authority of Queensland, covers an installation for operation at 
33 kV. and includes both single and 3-core cables and the provision 
of accessories of B.1.C.C. design. The cables will be installed on open 
reinforced concrete shelves in an underground ventilated tunnel. 
The Canadian contract was placed by the British Columbia Electric 
Co. Ltd., and is for single-core cables to operate at 138 kV. between 
Horsey Sub-Station and Stratford Sub-Station on the outskirts of 
Victoria, British Columbia. Two circuits are to be installed complete 
with the necessary accessories and the cables will be drawn into ducts. 
Installation will be carried out by the Phillips Electrical Construction 
Co. Ltd., a member of the B.1.C.C. Group. 


Pumps and Electrical Equipment for Poland 


Centromer, the Polish Government organization for mport and 
export of ships, floating docks and marine equipment, has ordered 
a 5,500-ton lifting capacity floating dock from Furness Shipbuilding 
Co. Ltd. The dock, which is destined for the United Ships Repair 
Yards at Gdansk, in Poland, is to be equipped with four 22-in. 
de-watering pumps together with two fire pumps and exhausters, 
to be manufactured by Gwynnes Pumps Ltd., of Hammersmith and 
Lincoln, with electric motors and control gear to be supplied by 
W. H. Allen Sons & Co. Ltd., of Bedford. This order was obtained 
for very early delivery in the face of strong competition. 


Lathes for Western Germany 


T.S. Harrison & Sons., of Heckmondwike, Yorkshire, have received 
an order worth about £150,000 from Western Germany for 360 lathes. 
Delivery is required by next year. 


British Radar for Air France and Air India International 


Cossor Radar & Electronics Ltd., of Harlow, announced recently 
that Air France and Air India International have ordered Cossor ATC 
Secondary Radar ‘Transponder Type SSR 1251 for installation in 
their Boeing 707 jets. 


Commercial Vehicles for Jamaica 


Leyland Motors Ltd., of Leyland, Lancs., announced recently that 
a large increase has been made in the flow of commercial vehicles to 
Jamaica from their factories where contracts totalling over £500,000 
are now in the order books for the island. To help deal with the 
increased business, Leyland’s agents in Kingston, L.S. Panton Ltd., 
are now building new offices and showrooms. Most of the vehicles on 
order and in service in Jamaica are Leyland Comet cruiserweight 
trucks and bus models. One of the latest contracts, however, calls for 
five Beaver tractors from Leyland’s new ‘Power-Plus’ series powered 
by 200 h.p. Leyland diesel engines. 


A.E.C. Buses for Western Australia 


Metropolitan (Perth) Passenger Transport Trust, of Perth, Western 
Australia, who already operate a fleet of A.E.C. buses, have placed an 
order for ten new A.E.C. ‘Regal’ Mk.VI passenger chassis. 
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Two of three Mirrlees K6 generating sets installed in Thailand, at 
Kiongtoi power station. 


Helicopters for Ghana 


An order to supply six Whirlwind Series 3 helicopters has been 
received by Westland Aircraft Ltd., from the Government of the 
Republic of Ghana, for service with the Ghana Air Force. They will 
be fully instrumented for day or night flying in all weather conditions. 
The value of the order, which includes spares, is in excess of £550,000 
and deliveries are to start this autumn. 


Mining Equipment for Bolivia 

Frederick Parker Ltd., Leicester, announced recently that a 
consignment of Parker Plant is on its way from Leicester to Oruro 
in Bolivia. The plant will enable the Tihua Mines to double its 
production of ore. This is the first order for plant which the firm 
have secured in Bolivia and it was gained by their agents, Commercial 
Industrial Boliviana S.A. in the face of severe competition from 
German and American firms. The order, worth about £10,000 has 
been shipped in two consignments. 


East African Airways Increase Comet Fleet 


East African Airways have ordered a third Comet 4 jet airliner 
from the De Havilland Aircraft Co. East African Airways are playing 
an increasingly important part in the operation of air services on the 
route linking the United Kingdom with East, Central and South 
Africa, as well as with Pakistan and India. 


Conveyor System for Belgium 


Sovex Ltd., of Erith, Kent, have been awarded a Belgian contract 
jointly with its agent Briquet-Romain of Lobbes, for a track-haulage 
conveyor system, over a mile long, for installation in the new central 
warehouse now being built in Brussels for the House of Goothuis, 
chain store merchants. 


Computer for Australia 


A small but powerful electronic digital computer has been ordered 
from Ferranti Ltd. (U.K.) by Imperial Chemical Industries of 
Australia and New Zealand Ltd.. for use in their Central Research 
Laboratory in Melbourne. The computer is the desk-size Sirius of 
which a number are already installed. The ICLANZ machine is expec- 
ted to be installed during the first quarter of 1962. It will then be used 
for scientific and technical calculations and for the study of various 
problems connected with the chemical industry in Australia. Instal- 
lation will be carried out by engineers from the Melbourne office of 
Ferranti. Experience in operating and in training personnel will be 
gained by ICIANZ on another Sirius to be installed in the Ferranti 
Melbourne Computer Centre later this year. 


Mine Pumps for Holland 


An £11,000 order for four Hydraflo pumps for use in the Dutch 
State Mines has been placed with Tangyes Ltd. of London. The 
pumps will be used for deep hole infusion to saturate coal faces with 
water to reduce latent dust and minirnise the risk of coal face workers 
contracting pneumoconiosis.

Anglo-Soviet Trade 


Mr. Reginald Maudling, President of the Board of Trade, was 
asked to make a statement on his recent visit to the Union of 
Soviet Socialist Republics, and also on his visit to the British Trade 
Fair in Moscow, and on the negotiations he had on trade matters 
with the Soviet authorities. In reply he said: “The British Trade 
Fair was an outstanding success, and the organizers and exhibitors 
deserve our warmest congratulations on their achievements. I under- 
stand that a number of important contracts were concluded during 
the course of the Fair and I hope that much other business will 
result from it. 


‘I reviewed with Soviet Ministers the development of Anglo-Soviet 
trade as we are required to do under our Trade Agreement of 1959. 
Both sides put forward a number of proposals for expanding this 
trade which are to be the subject of further study. In particular | 
proposed that we should aim at doubling the existing quotas on both 
sides when in the autumn we negotiate the detailed trade arrange- 
ments for 1962.’ 


Soviet’s Offer of Oil to United Kingdom 


The President was asked in what quantities the Russian Govern- 
ment had offered to sell oil to the United Kingdom; and whether 
he would make a statement outlining his reasons for rejecting this 
offer. In reply, Mr. Maudling said that during his visit to Moscow 
the Soviet authorities asked for a quota of 2 million tons which 
would subsequently rise over a period. They did not quote any 


prices. He had explained the reasons why, as a producer and 
exporter of oil ourselves through the United Kingdom oil com- 
panies, we would not, in present circumstances, agree to licence 
additional imports of Soviet oil. Our own oil companies had a 
substantial surplus of oil available for export and at the moment 
we were looking for new outlets, not new sources of supply. 


EFTA and Commonwealth Trade 


Mr. Maudling was asked what Commonwealth imports received 
or would receive, less favourable treatment than corresponding 
European Free Trade Area and Finnish Imports in the United 
Kingdom market as a result of obligations under the Stockholm 
Convention, and the association between the European Free Trade 
Area and Finland; and what proposals he had to remove discrim- 
ination in European Free Trade Area markets against overseas 
Commonwealth countries. In reply, he said: “The principal goods 
which will receive less favourable treatment when imported from 
the Commonwealth than from the European Free Trade Associa- 
tion countries are motor cars, motor cycles, agricultural tractors, 
musical instruments, clocks and watches, cinematograph film and 
goods of silk and man-made fibres. The treatment of Common- 
wealth goods in other EFTA countries is a matter for those coun- 
tries and the Commonwealth governments concerned.’ 


British Films in the Common Market 


The President was asked what restrictions were at present 
imposed on the import of British films by the countries of the

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Parliamentary Questions (Continued) 


Common Market; what quota arrangements they maintained and 
how these arrangements compared with the British film quota 
system. 


Mr. Maudling replied: “West Germany applies a system of import 
licences. The Benelux countries impose no restrictions on the import 
or showing of British films. France operates a system of distribution 
licences and levies a special release tax. Italy imposes compulsory 
loans on dubbed British films. France and Italy both apply screen 
quotas. No general comparison can usefully be made between these 
diverse arrangements and the British film quota system.’ 


He was also asked what had been the value of British film exports 
to the countries of the Common Market in each of the last ten 
years; and what effect the Treaty of Rome had had on these exports. 
He replied that the earnings of British films in the countries of 
the Common Market were not separately distinguished. Such figures 
relating to earnings remitted from the O.E.E.C. countries as a 
group as were available did not suggest that the Treaty of Rome 
has adversely affected these earnings. 


Increased Trade in Sterling Area 


The President was asked having regard to his efforts to expand 
British exports in Europe, east and west of the Iron Curtain, what 
proposal he had to increase trade within the Commonwealth and 
sterling area. 


Mr. Maudling replied: ‘My efforts to promote the expansion 
of United Kingdom exports have been directed to the markets of 
the Commonwealth and the sterling area, as well as to Europe 
and other parts of the world.’ 


GATT Tariff Cuts 


Asked on what groups of tariffs Her Majesty's Government were 
not offering to make a 20 per cent. cut in the General Agreement on 
fariffs and Trade negotiations, Mr. Maudling said that is was not 
the practice to disclose detailed information of this kind while 
negotiations were in progress. 


Liberalization of Dollar Imports 


A member asked to what extent Commonwealth imports would 
be affected by the liberalization of dollar imports which would take 
effect on August I. 

Mr. Maudling replied: ‘I cannot forecast what changes, if any, 
there may be in the pattern of our imports as a result of these 
further measures of liberalization.’ 


United Kingdom and the Common Market 

Asked if he had yet considered the desirability of publishing a 
White Paper on the advantages and disadvantages of Great Britain 
joining the European Common Market, in relation to those matters 
for which he was responsible; and if he would make a statement, 
Mr. Maudling said: ‘I do not think that this would be a suitable 
subject for a White Paper.’ 

Importing of Cheap Manufactures 

The President was asked what estimate he had made of the effect 
on British industry of President Kennedy's suggestion of a joint 
Western effort to increase imports of cheap manufactures produced 
by cheap labour from developing countries; which trades would be 
most affected; how many they employed respectively; and what 
would be the effect of such a policy upon unemployment in these 
industries. 

Mr. Maudling replied that he presumed that the question referred 
to a suggestion for an international conference of the principal 
textile exporting and importing countries. The objectives of this 
conference were still a matter for discussion internationally. “We all 
recognized the importance of trade for the developing countries, 
and we also have to bear in mind the interests of our own producing 
and exporting industries, he added. 


Jute Control 


Asked if he would give an assurance that no changes were 
pending in the mark-up on imported jute goods by jute control, in 
view of the present high level of unemployment in the city of 
Dundee, Mr. Maudling replied that no changes were pending at 
present. 
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United Kingdom Adverse Balance of Trade 


A questioner asked what was the extent of the United Kingdom's 
adverse balance of trade with the primary producing countries out- 
side Europe, in particular Canada, the Argentine and Brazil; and 
what information the President had about the extent to which the 
same countries were importing manufactured goods from the Com- 
mon Market countries. In reply, Mr. Maudling said: “The balance 
of trade between the United Kingdom and Canada, Argentina, 
Brazil and the other primary producing countries outside Europe is 
given in Table I below for each of the years 1958 to 1960. The 
figures given in this table are those returned in the monthly 
trade statistics in which imports are recorded on a c.i.f. valuation, 
whereas exports are valued on f.o.b. terms; hence the balance of 
trade with these countries as incorporated in the Balance of Pay- 
ments White Papers which give imports and exports on a compar- 
able (f.o.b.) basis is less adverse than that given in the table. 


‘The value of exports of manufactured goods to the same coun- 
tries by each member of the European Economic Community is 
given in Table II for 1958, 1959 and the first nine months of 1960; 
detailed figures for the fourth quarter of 1960 are not yet available.

Resale Price Maintenance 


The President was asked whether he had yet completed his 
inguiry into resale price maintenance and what decision he had 
reached as a result of his consideration of the views of retailers and 
manufacturers on this matter. 

Mr. Maudling replied that though the inquiry into resale price 
maintenance was well advanced, it was not yet complete, and he 
could not say when he would be in a position to make a statement. 
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Parliamentary Questions (Continued) 


Imports of Hong Kong Cotton Goods 


A member asked what representations had been made by H.M. 
Government, either to the Hong Kong Government or the Hong 
Kong cotton trade association, to renew their voluntary agreement 
limiting the supply of cotton goods to the United Kingdom when 
that agreement expired. Mr. Maudling: “The Hong Kong Govern- 
ment is aware that Her Majesty's Government believe that a further 
inter-industry agreement would be in the interest of Hong Kong 
and Lancashire alike.’ 


Car Exports 

The President was asked what was the decline in motor car 
exports, by number and proportion, in the first quarter of 1961 
compared with 1960 and to what extent the position had improved 
in April and May. Mr. Maudling said that compared with the 
first quarter of 1960, the number of new cars exported in the first 
quarter of 1961 declined by 91,311 or about 53 per cent. Figures 
for May were not yet available but in April exports reached a 
level of 31,726 cars, an increase of about 12 per cent. over the 
monthly average for the first quarter of the year. 


Rate of New Industrial Building 


The President was asked in view of the fact that the rate of 
new industrial building, covered by industrial development certi- 
ficates issued during 1960, was 10.9 million square feet in the 
Midland Region and 6.6 million square feet in the Southern Region, 
as against 4.2 million square feet in the Northern Region, what 
further policies he had in mind to bring about a more equal dis- 
tribution of industry in the country. He was also asked in view of 
the fact that the rate of new industrial building, covered by indus- 
trial development certificates issued to the end of March 1961, was 
1.3 million square feet in the Midland Region and 1.2 million 
square feet in the Southern Region, as against 1.0 million square 
feet in the Northern Region, what improvement he expected to take 
place throughout the rest of 1961 in the rate of new industrial 
building in the Northern Region. 

Mr. Maudling replied: ‘I am satisfied that the policies em- 
bodied in the Local Employment Act: 1960, are already securing 
a more equal distribution of industry. The proportion of potential 
jobs to be created by new industrial building in the Development 
Districts was 39 per cent. of the Great Britain total in 1960 com- 
pared with 14 per cent. for the same areas in 1958. 

‘In the Northern Region, new industrial building is expected to 
provide about 15,000 jobs, 10,000 of them in development districts, 
though only a fraction of these will accrue in 1961.’ 


Dumping of Milk Products 


Asked what action he had taken about the complaints of the Milk 
Marketing Board concerning the dumping of milk products, Mr. 
Maudling replied that the Board of Trade received last night 
an application from the Milk Marketing Board for action under 
the Customs Duties (Dumping and Subsidies) Act, 1957, in respect 
of certain milk products. This was being considered. 


Hallmarking Legislation 


The President was asked if he would introduce legislation to 
bring up to date existing legislation dealing with hallmarking and 
gold covered articles. 

Mr. Maudling replied: ‘I am at present considering the Report 
of the Stone Committee on these subjects in the light of the 
varous views I have received since its publication. I think that new 
comprehensive legislation is desirable but cannot say when it will 
be introduced.’ 
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Employment in the North East 


A member asked the President what further progress had been 
made under the Local Employment Act in bringing additional 
employment to the North-East. 


Mr. Maudling replied that since the Parliamentary Secretary 
answered a similar question on May 2, a number of firms had 
shown an active interest in setting up in the North-East. The 
number of new jobs in prospect in the Development Districts in this 
area remained at about 10,000. 


U.K. and U.S. Tariff Cuts 


A member asked the President since the United States Govern- 
ment had power until next summer to reduce tariffs by up to 20 
per cent., what approaches had been received from the American 
Government that the United Kingdom should make equal tariff 
cuts; which British industries would be most affected by such cuts; 
and what consultations he had had with them. 


Mr. Maudling replied: “These matters are now being discussed 
at the GATT Tariff Conference at Geneva. While negotiations are 
in progress, it would not be appropriate to disclose any details of 
our own offers or of the requests made to us. In preparing for the 
Conference, the Board of Trade had extensive consultations with 
British industries.’

This year there are 248 exhibitors from eleven countries and the 
number of buyers is expected to show a considerable increase. 

In 1960, there were five British exhibitors. This year, as a result 
of official British participation, the Board of Trade in conjunction 
with the Textile Promotion Consultative Committee, British Industry 
will be represented by fifteen manufacturers of a wide variety of 
textiles. The British xbibhors will be housed together in a block 
of stands, and there wlil be an information desk and bar.

THIRTY UNITED KINGDOM firms have taken space in 
IPACK, the biennial International Packaging Exhibition, which is 
being held for the first time from June 20-29, at Milan, occupying five 
pavilions of the permanent installations of the Milan Fair, with a 
total area of 50,000 square metres. At least some 500 firms are 
expecting to exhibit of which 130 are foreign. 

Italy presents a good potential market for the sale of British pack- 
aging machinery and materials. The exhibition will be open, on pay- 
ment, to the public from 8.30 a.m to 12.30 p.m. and from 3.30 p.m. 
to 7.00 p.m. each day.

Antique Dealers’ Exhibition Comes of Age 


By a Special Correspondent 


Renowned for its large-scale banquets, the Great Hall at Gros- 
venor House, London, is the setting, until June 22, for a feast of 
another order. From the encircling balcony the visitor looks down 
to a vast Aladdin’s cave, gleaming and glittering with the wealth of 
centuries assembled for the twenty-first Antique Dealers’ Fair and 
Exhibition. 

At every turn the eye is entranced by treasures — gilded 
furniture with silk-smooth surfaces, standing clocks in every shape 
of elegance, silver of intricate design, carved mirrors discreetly 
reflecting the famous and the fashionable. 


Royal Patronage 


Members of the Royal family have always been closely interested 
in the exhibition which is under the patronage of H.M. Queen 
Elizabeth, the Queen Mother. It is therefore appropriate to find 
that royal gifts figure conspicuously among the exhibits. They range 
from the diamond and enamel ring presented to Beau Brummel by 
the Prince Regent, to the eight-foot pair of silver-gilt gates, decorated 
with cartouché-like panels of Biblical scenes, given to the 
monastery of Kiev by Catherine the Great. 


This year Mr. Anthony Armstrong-Jones formally opened the 
exhibition in the place of H.R.H. Princess Margaret. 


He emphasized that antiques were not merely out-of-date objects 
but were the work of great designers and great craftsmen co- 
operating in the creation of superlative beauty; that antique and 
modern art were mutually complementary so long as both were 
the best examples of their times; and that sooner or later the things 
of today would rank as antiques and would then be judged by their 
design and construction. 

What marks the Exhibition apart from the trade displays of 
Earls Court and Olympia ~ and what indeed gives it a unique place 
in the manifold variety of the London scene—is the patina of age. 
in the great industrial exhibitions the forward-looking emphasis is 
of course on newness, novelty, invention. Everything on show is 
bright with the mintage of today. 


How refreshing then, and how rewarding for the businessman to 
pause for a moment in an atmosphere where nothing is younger 
than 1830 and where the centuries range back through Stuart 
armour (loaned by H.M. the Queen) and Tudor four-poster to a 
venerable vase of Chinese pottery moulded 5,961 years ago. 


More than Museum Pieces 


It would be a mistake, however, to regard the 91 stands of the 
Exhibition merely as repositories for museum pieces. No one can 
visit Grosvenor House without experiencing that special pleasure 
of window-gazing; of amiably, if improbably, dreaming of how 
such boundless graciousness could be translated into one’s own 
home. 


My own purely personal choice was (with acute self-denial) limited 
to three pieces. First of all, I felt I would like to own the magnificent 
rent table whose circular drum-top covered in green leather, con- 
tained thirteen drawers labelled A-B, C-D, and so on. What fun, 
| thought, to keep one’s papers in so attractive a sequence. Next, 
I noted an imposing wing chair, upholstered in old green leather - 
the perfect retreat from which to regard the ravishing rotundity 
of the table. For final choice I sought something small yet elegant, 
some trifle for which the quiet green surface of the table would 
serve as foil. I rejected an otherwise enchanting oval tea caddy 
since it, too, was cased in green leather; toyed with some arresting 


inlaid inkstand or piece of crested silver; finally selected a handful 
of old volumes beautifully bound in scarlet and gold calf and 
to be disposed with nonchalant cunning on the aforesaid table. 
Thus favoured, I felt I should have been adequately equipped for 
a life of quiet contemplation in which export figures and balance of 
payments would have been mere symbols without meaning. 


Or perhaps one sought novelty? It was here in plenty. We know 
that Sherlock Holmes kept his cigars in the coal scuttle, but we 
do not know how Mrs. Hudson arranged the flowers at 221B. She 
could have learned much of this art from the exhibition. The clever 
thing, it seems, is to display your blooms in a wine-cooler, in a 
wicker-basket, or even in an early Victorian pram—a literal bed 
of roses. Books, too. The long uniformities of veteran runs of 
Punch and the Waverley novels are suitably housed in conven- 
tional cases; but why not brighten up the gaping apertures of an 
old bureau by inserting a series of small books glowingly bound 
in blue, green, scarlet and black?

The single modern note - and one of importance - in the exhibi- 
tion is sounded by the packing companies, two of which have 
models of aircraft and the Canberra to demonstrate that consign- 
ments can be dispatched with speed as well as with safety. 


Although one would not wish to see all this accumulation of 
riches leaving the country, even in the over-riding cause of exports, 
there can be no doubt that the exhibition attracts increasing numbers 
of overseas visitors and buyers. 


As one goes cut from the exhibition, from the quiet dignity of 
so many gathered specimens of grace and perfection, one encounters 
the current clamour of Park Lane, where amid the whirring of 
diesels and the noise of great road works in progress, London 
carves out its contemporary contribution to stream-lined living. 
And as one passes under the shadow of the giant crane which just 
now raises a vast admonitory arm across the corner of Hertford 
Street, one finds oneself feeling for the hidden moral. Or is that a 
search that could only be conducted properly from the depths of 
the green winged chair or around the drum-top of the dream-table? 
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U.K. Annual Plastics Production May Be One Million Tons by 1970 


LORD HAILSHAM, Minister for Science, is to open the sixth 
International Plastics Exhibition and Convention — Interplas 61 - at 
Olympia, London, on June 21. The exhibition, which will con- 
tinue until July 1, is organized for British Plastics and International 
Plastics Engineering by Iliffe Exhibitions Ltd. with the co-operation 
of the British Plastics Federation. Covering an area of 360,000 
square feet, the display of machinery, materials and products will 
present a complete picture of world plastics progress. 

Nearly 500 firms from thirteen countries have arranged displays. 
Countries represented include Austria, Belgium, Canada, Denmark, 
Finland, France, Germany, Holland, Italy, Sweden, Switzerland and 
the United States as well as Great Britain. The show, which has been 
held every other year since 1951, attracted an attendance of more 
than 106,000 visitor in 1959, and with the ever widening application 
of plastics the organizers believe that this figure will be exceeded in 
Interplas 61. 

Already arrangements have been made for the visits of parties 
of businessmen, technicians and students from 26 countries from as 
far away as Australia and New Zealand, and as near as Eire. The 
organizers report that one party organized by Studien und Kongress- 
Reisen G.m.b.H. of Germany may include up to 1,000 members, and 
other large groups are expected from Australia, Canada, Denmark, 
France, New Zealand, Norway, Sweden and the United States. 

Prominently featured at the exhibition will be the International 
Design Display in which the world’s foremost industrial designers 
will demonstrate the application of plastics to over 200 products 
for the home, ranging from dinnerware and dining chairs to dish- 
drainers, dustbins and electric drills. Items in the United Kingdom 
section will be selected from the Design Index of the Council of 
Industrial Design and overseas products will be chosen by each 
country Ss appropriate design institute. The products in the display, 
in which eleven countries will participate, will be judged at the 
exhibition by a panel of international design authorities. 

Other displays of fabricating and ancillary equipment demon- 
strated by the major machine builders will highlight the latest 
advances in plastics moulding, vacuum forming, extrusion and blow 
moulding. The complex array of modern plastics materials will in- 
clude an extensive range of typical end uses, both current and 
potential, and many new materials now under development will be 
shown. Many thousands of finished products will also be on view at 
the exhibition illustrating the most up-to-date contributions of 
plastics to consumer goods and industrial components. 

With regard to exports the organizers of the exhibition have 
issued this statement: ‘Exports have increased by 12 per cent. accord- 
ing to returns for the first quarter of this year. At a level of 200,000 
tons a year, valued at £45 million, plastics materials are maintaining 
their strong position in the export market. This increase appears to 
be across the whole range of plastics with minor exceptions. The 
most remarkable increase for the first quarter is a 100 per cent. rise 
in polystyrene exports, one of the most competitive markets of all. 
Over the same period, exports to Commonwealth countries are 
down in most cases, with the exception of India and New Zealand. 
Exports to EFTA countries have further increased but some ground 
has been lost in the Common Market countries of West Germany 
and Italy, although consignments to the Netherlands, Belgium, and 
France have substantially increased.’ 

Continuing their review of the export position the statement goes 
on: “The downward price trend in plastics materials was further 
accentuated by a generel reduction of 15 per cent. in some poly- 
styrene prices. This drop in domestic prices, while admittedly intro- 
ducing smaller profit margins, strengthens United Kingdom pro- 
ducers against cheap imported material which in 1959 had a major 
impact in this market. Additionally, these polystyrene price cuts 
together with considerable reductions recently in polythene and 
polypropylene make for a wider usage and eventually too the higher 
output which these big chemical plants require for efficient and 
economic working. 

‘The confidence in the future of plastics has been underlined by

many announcements of plant extensions, notably in the rapidly 
expanding fields of polythene, polypropylene and polyvinyl! chloride. 
1961 is expected to show considerable gains on last year’s figures 
and manufacturers are sanguine of the long term view.’ 

On the other hand imports, a major factor in the market in 1959, 
have shown a fall of 13 per cent. over the first three months of the 
year according to the organizers. All categories of plastics imports 
are down with the exception of the polyamides, much of which how- 
ever are used in the textile industry. 

Held in conjunction with Interplas 61, will be the International 
Plastics Convention which will survey current technical and com- 
mercial progress in thermoplastics-— the fast growing section of the 
plastics industry. In three of these sessions international authorities 
will review advances in polymers and market prospects for polyole- 
fins, vinyls and styrene polymers. A fourth session will be given to 
advances in the processing of thermoplastics. It is intended to 
publish the full text of the papers given at the Convention in book 
form, later in the year under the title ‘Plastics Progress 1961’. 

Looking to the future the industry forecasts that by 1970 over 
one million tons of plastics annually.- double today’s output - will 
be foamed, laminated, moulded and extruded onto the United King- 
dom markets. Experts in the industry state that it is almost certain 
that much of this million-ton mountain of plastics will be converted 
into a wider range of consumer goods~—from kitchen sinks and 
car bodies to toys, textiles, typewriter ribbons, pillows and perhaps 
prefabricated houses. With an estimated 10,000 different finished 
products on show, there is much to be seen at the exhibition for 
both the technical and casual visitor. Hourly mannequin parades 
have been arranged for the display of coats, dresses and shoes made 
from the latest plastics materials; examples of melamine tableware 
will contrast with gay, drip-dry Swedish floor mats for the home;

and even the private swimming pool will be available ready-made 
in plastic for easy installation and durability. 

Space precludes mention of more than a few of the exhibitors 
at the exhibition. 

A wide range of applications in the engineering, civil engineering, 
electrical, foundry and packaging industries will be displayed by 
Leicester, Lovell and Co., Ltd. The principal exhibit will be Resnit, 
claimed to be the first pre-impregnated material capable of being 
used for the mass production of reinforced plastic components of 
complex shape. 

The latest type of blow-moulding equipment-— the Bekum type 
E.60/BAD.110/2h, twin head fully automatic blow-moulder - will 
be shown by Eldon Machinery Ltd. 

The Baxenden Chemical Co. Ltd., who manufacture expanded 
plastics and cellular materials will show examples of their wide 
range of products and systems including the Spandoplast expanded 
polystyrene which they claim is noted for its high quality and 
widely used in refrigeration insulation, building and marine 
applications. 

The Commercial Plastics Group of companies will be showing 
a variety of materials manufactured by all the companies within the 
group, and their range will extend over the field of thermoplastic 
film and sheeting. They will include their new range of Fablon p.v.c. 
film for rainwear. Mannequin parades will be held hourly during 
the exhibition, when printed, plain, foamed and other materials will 
be shown. 

A wide range of accessories including a micrometer-type depth 
stop, two position foot pedal control, operations counter and finger- 
tip tuning control will be featured by Redifon Ltd. 

Uni-Tubes will show examples of plastic components designed 
for many spheres of industry. Among the items will be radio scale 
blanks, coil formers, control knobs, centrifugal fans and impellers, 
electrical plug housings, various types of tubing and a range of 
nylon gear wheels. Sintered and unsintered P.T.F.E. tapes and plain 
helically convoluted hoses specifically for aviation use will also be 
displayed. 

Plastics reinforcement materials for all industries is the theme 
of the Turner Brothers Asbestos Co., Ltd.’s, stand where the 
emphasis will be on the wide range of ‘Duraglas’ glass-fibre products 
available to-day. Glass fibre laminates, processed P.T.F.E., densified 
wood laminates and epoxy resin casting are also the main processes 
to be featured on the Permali Ltd. stand. Exhibits will show the use 
of these materials and processes in electrical insulation, mechanical 
engineering, consumer products, boat fittings, railway engineering, 





A few of the products manufactured by Uni-Tubes. The largest of the 
three coils is a 10-strand multi-coloured, plastic-bonded electrical 
wiring ‘harness’. Below is a smaller reel of pure P.T.F.E. tape and a reel 
of fibreglass tape both of which are used to make flexible pipelines. 
Extremely flexible stainless-steel or lightweight alloy armoured 
P.T.F.E. pipelines can be produced in a range of diameters up to 20 ft. 
in length. Helically convoluted hoses for use as cable conduit (they can 
protect wiring cables from corrosive atmospheres or liquids) are 
shown here encasing a number of plastic pip slines. 
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electronics, sports goods and many other industries. A special 
feature will illustrate some of the latest uses of glass fibre extruded 
rod and helically ‘wave’ wound glass fibre tubes. 


The London Association for the Blind will feature the production 
of plastics mouldings by blind people. Many blind workers now 
operate modern high-output injection-moulding machines. Others 
carry out finishing operations on buffing wheels and there are 
others who operate a power-driven disintegrating machine employed 
to break down scrap material for re-use. It is now acknowledged 
by trade and commercial circles familiar with the work turned out 
by the blind people at the Peckham plastic-moulding factory that 
their work is as high in quality as the best work turned out any- 
where in the country, and that it is equally competitive in price. 
This important achievement is due to a number of reasons, among 
them the use of modern processing and handling facilities, as 
well as the development of a very high degree of workmanship. 


Extrusion blow moulded acetate containers are being shown for 
the first time by British Celanese Ltd. Blow moulded from standard 
Dexel and Forticel moulding powders on existing machinery, which 
requires only slight modification, the firm claims that the containers 
are impervious to petrol, resistant to hydrocarbons, have high 
impact strength and can be produced in clear colours. The main 
outlet for acetate containers will be for sealed pre-packed motor 
oils, petroleum and lighter fuels, although other end uses in the 
pharmaceutical and cosmetic fields may well be found. 


Imperial Chemical Industries Ltd. is represented by two Divisions 
and two subsidiary companies — Plastics Division and LC.1L (Hyde) 
Ltd., and Dyestuffs Division and Marston Excelsior Ltd. Featured 
on these stands will be ‘Perspex’ used for a specially designed 
sliding door, a bath, washbasin, sink and lighting fittings, household 
utensils moulded in ‘Alkathene’ and items in “Visqueen’ film and 
‘Flovic’. There wil! also be several types of plastic window fittings. 
p.v.c. covered wood and metal and solid p.v.c, on display. 


Among the items to be displayed by Smiths Industrial Division 
will be a new proportional temperature controller, embodying a ten- 
and-a-half inch scale, yet conforming to DIN case specifications. 
Also on display will be a wide range of temperature indicating, 
recording and control instruments, including new developments not 
previously exhibited. 


The Council of Industrial Design have chosen some two dozen 
products from their Design Index to represent Britain in the inter- 
national display of well designed plastics products for use in the 
home. These exhibits will include the Ultra TR70 portable transistor 
radio for which its designer gained the Duke of Edinburgh’s prize 
for elegant design. Other items will be laminates; lighting fittings; a 
telephone; a cup and saucer; and a toilet pack holder. 


To enable as many people as possible to see what the plastics 
industry offers today, and to get a glimpse of the plastics world of 
tomorrow, the organizers have arranged for the show to remain 
open until 8 p.m. on two evenings, June 28 and June 29. 


International Silk Association Congress in London 


THE INTERNATIONAL SILK ASSOCIATION (ISA) held its 
eighth Congress at Church House, Westminster, from June 12 to 16. 
Founded in 1948, the ISA at present includes 25 member-countries 
who are either producers or users of silk; 100 professional or tech- 
nical associations in these countries are represented by 350 delegates 
or observers. 


Over 200 delegates from the following 18 countries attended the 
Congress: Austria, Belgium, Canada, Czechoslovakia, France, 
Germany, Great Britain, Holland, India, Italy, Japan, Lebanon, 
Norway, Spain, Switzerland, Portugal, Turkey, and the United 
States. 


__ The theme of the Congress was ‘The Triumph of Silk’, chosen to 
illustrate the remarkable revival of silk in international! fashion. 


Two exhibitions were on show at Church House throughout the 
Congress. They were the Victoria and Albert Museum’s Exhibition 
entitled ‘2,000 Years of Silk’, and an exhibition of the silk publicity 
material used by nine member-countries of the ISA. 


The Congress was under the chairmanship of Sir Ernest Goodale, 
leader of the British Delegation and President of the Silk and Rayon 
Users’ Association. It concludes tonight with a banquet at the 
Guildhall attended by the Lord Mayor of London. 
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Paris Air Show Attracts 600,000 


THe 24TH SALON International de l’Aeronautique was held 
this year at Le Bourget Airport from May 26 to June 4. The Salon, 
which is a bi-ennial event has grown tremendously in importance 
over recent years and has been held at Le Bourget since 1953. 
Previous to that year, since the first Salon in 1909, it was held 
at the Grand Palais. This year’s Salon, open to the general public, 
attracted over 600,000 visitors (the exact figure has not yet been 
published), and comprised 300 stands with firms from 15 nations 
participating. The Salon covered 120,000 square metres of which 
20,000 square metres were under cover. The United Kingdom was 
represented by 30 firms exhibiting aircraft, guided missiles, aircraft 
engines and a wide range of instruments, accessories and ancillary 
equipment. 

Apart from the outdoor displays of aircraft and missiles, United 
Kingdom firms took 8 stands in the main hall and 24 stands in 
the other two exhibition buildings. The Salon, the most important 
international aviation event in the world, was slightly marred by 
inclement weather—it was unusually dull, cold and rainy for this 
time of the year in Paris, and the unfortunate crash of the 
American B.58 ‘Hustler’ which, after flying the Atlantic in 3 
hours 19 minutes, mysteriously crashed a few miles beyond Le 
Bourget killing all 3 of the crew. 


It is natural that this show, unique of its type in the world in 
that it groups in one place exhibitors from many countries and 
covers all aspects of aviation and allied industries, should attract 
those who are technically or commercially interested in the pro- 
ducts on show, but nevertheless the majority of visitors were the 
general public. It follows, therefore, that more serious and intimate 
contacts with interested people are more easily conducted in private. 
For this reason most of the bigger firms from all countries set up 
tents in which visitors could be interviewed and entertained. 


It is worth mentioning here that a certain number of firms con- 
fined their representation to this formula, in the knowledge that 
informed visitors, already aware of the details and technical specifi- 
cations of a company’s products, were in search of personal contact 
rather than further information concerning the products on show. 

Apart from the individual stands and displays, the last two 
days of the show, with their varied flying display, presented a valu- 
able shop window for both aerobatic skill and the participating 
aircraft. Fifteen different British aircraft took part in this display, 
being presented either privately, by the manufacturer, or by the 
Royal Air Force and the Army and Royal Navy, the latter parti- 
cipating for the first time here). The Royal Navy display included 
Scimitars from 800 Squadron as well as Scimitars and Sea Vixen 
which flew direct to Le Bourget from H.M.S. Hermes. R.A.F. parti- 
cipation included a static display showing a Gloster ‘Javelin’ carry- 
ing four de Havilland Propellers ‘Firestreak’ air-to-air missiles, 
and a Bristol ‘Britannia’ troop/freight/ambulance turboprop trans- 
port, the latter aircraft being open to the public and viewing 
attendance varied between 4,000 to 8,000 daily. 

The R.A.F. provided flying displays by the ‘Lightning’ P.1 and 
‘Lightning’ Trainer P.11, both from English Electric, the Handley 
Page ‘Victor’, the A. V. Roe ‘Vulcan’ and ‘Avro 748’, the Arm- 
strong Whitworth ‘Argosy’ and the Hunting Aircraft ‘Jet Provost 
T.3’. Other notable British displays were the vertical take-off and 
landing of the Short SCI with its Rolls Royce engines and the 
remarkable demonstration of the Martin Baker ejection seat - the 
pilot being rocketed into the air from a stationary aircraft and 
returning to ground by parachute. The Army had on show ‘Blue 
Water’ rocket, the English Electric ‘Thunderbird’ battery, and a 
Vickers ‘Vigilant’ mounted on a Ferret scout car. 

The Ministry of Aviation produced an effective exhibit on the 
theme of aviation medicine including a model of the human centri-

fuge from the Royal Air Force Institute of Aviation Medicine 
and a colour film showing the movements of a pilot's eyes during 
and immediately after rolling and spinning. This stand provided 
industry with an opportunity to display a considerable range of 
equipment in the aviation medical sphere, including survival equip- 
ment, oxygen masks, fully transistorized radio transmitter-receivers, 
pressure suits, helmets, etc. 

On Saturday, June 3, two British Ministers attended the Salon 
the Minister of Aviation, Mr. Peter Thorneycroft, and the Secretary 
of State for Air, Mr. Julian Amery, who arrived by a Westland 
helicoper to attend the official luncheon and witness the subsequent 
flying display. During a tour of the show, Mr. Thorneycroft witnessed 
one of the demonstrations of the ‘Blue Water guided missile pre- 
sented by the Royal Artillery. HM. Ambassador, Sir Pierson Dixon, 
accompanied by H.M. Minister (Economic), Mr. W. Harpham, had 
previously visited the show on May 24 and again on June 4. 

The Salon attracted widespread public and trade interest. Con- 
siderable business was negotiated, or at least discussed, there. We 
have, however, not yet discovered any particular ‘success’ story on 
the part of any of the United Kingdom firms participating, although 
United Kingdom products attracted a great deal of interest. Of all 
the exhibits, the Russian Tupolev 114 no doubt proved to be of 
most popular interest to the public. Although it is undoubtedly a 
fine machine we suspect that the fact that it was a Soviet machine, 
rather than the specifications involved, was the main reason for its 
popularity from the viewpoint of the the general public. 

United Kingdom firms can rightly claim a fair share of praise 
for their contribution to the present, and growing, success of this 
Salon. Quality of craftsmanship as a hallmark of British aviation 
products is universally taken for granted. It is too early to assess 
the actual commercial value to the United Kingdom industry of 
participation in this year’s Salon, but the effort made will, without 
doubt, show dividends and is certainly worthy of concrete results. 

Wide press and television coverage was given to the Salon in 
France. The United Kingdom magazine ‘Flight’ produced a special 
issue on May 25 devoted to the International Air Show and also 
included a comprehensive article on the French aircraft industry. 
The next issue of ‘Flight’ is to contain considerable material on the 
Salon after the event. 
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‘Reliability’ Theme at Radio Component Show 


THE RADIO and Electronic Component Show promoted by the Radio 
and Electronic Component Manufacturers’ Federation, and organized 
by Industrial Exhibitions Limited, was opened at Olympia, London, 
on May 30. The exhibition closed on June 2, This was the exhibition’s 
first appearance at Olympia, and it was about three times the size of 
the show, which for the past 16 years has been staged at Grosvenor 
House, London. 

Industrialists and scientists from the United States and the U.S.S.R- 
were included among overseas visitors from Australia, Canada, Hol- 
land, Germany, France, Italy, Denmark, Sweden, Poland, Czecho- 
slovakia and Japan. 


Daily Production 


Firms belonging to R.E.C.M.F. produce, it is claimed, more than 
seven million components a day, which include resistors, switches, 
plugs, sockets, and condensers. The annual output, worth more than 
£130 million, now amounts to 2,650 million items, ranging from a 


hair-thin ceramic tube to pieces of electronic test gear worth tens of 


thousands of pounds each. 

The show was largely aimed at a rapidly expanding export market, 
and the R.E.C.M.F. announced the breaking of all records for over- 
seas sales. In 1960 they stated exports were up 36 per cent. standing at 
£13.6 million. 

Feature of the exhibition was ‘reliability’, and the use of new mater- 
ials, new production methods and new testing procedures to achieve it. 
Reliability has been the major aim of the component manufacturers 
since they began business; but with the greatly expanding use of 
electronics the more reliable must be the components that are 
used in electronic equipment. Components that have been developed 
for specialized projects and which at first cost hundreds of times the 
price of their everyday counterparts, are now being cheaply produced 


to bring a comparative degree of reliability to the domestic television 
and radio set. 

It is not only in the field of the components themselves that valuable 
strides have been taken towards producing more reliable parts. The 
development of new testing processes and equipment have been of the 
greatest importance, and several manufacturers demonstrated at 
Olympia reliability-testing apparatus that can automatically take all 
the guesswork out of quality control. 


A particularly versatile instrument has been produced for testing 
resistors and grading them. One of the larger transistor manufacturers 
has developed a test procedure which is designed to give statistical 
evidence of the reliability of transistors. Methods of testing seen at the 
exhibition included equipment used to provide statistics on the ex- 
pected life of transistors. Ten thousand transistors are continuously 
under test, representing some 40 million hours of operation a year. 
All the results are fed to a computer which prints out the answers. 
Another reliability testing system which was shown, opened and 
closed a switch a million times, continuously measuring the contact 
resistance. Completely automatic equipment was also on view and it 
was Claimed that this was capable of testing and grading resistances or 
condensers at a rate of more than one a second. 


Scottish Radio Display 


On May 29 the second display of Scottish Radio and Electronics 
equipment was inaugurated in the Scottish Council’s Trade Display 
Centre at 2, King Street, St. James’s, London, S.W.1. At the Trade 
Centre eight companies - including two new American companies 
which have been established in Scotland, and one company from the 
South of England, recently established near Glasgow ~ displayed 
their products. Last year’s exhibition of Scottish radio and electronics 
equipment attracted only three Scottish firms.

France and Portugal 


THE FRENCH Moniteur Officiel du Commerce International of April 29, 
1961 has published the text of a new trade agreement between France 
and Portugal signed in Paris on March 25, 1961. 


The new commercial arrangement between Metropolitan France, 
Algeria, the French Overseas Departments and Territories and the 
Republics of Cameroun, Central Africa, Congo, Ivory Coast, Dahomey, 
Gabon, Mauritania, Malagasy, Niger, Senegal, Chad and Upper Volta 
on the one hand, and Metropolitan Portugal and the Portuguese 
Overseas Territories on the other, is valid for one year from January | 
to December 31, 1961. 


It will be renewed automatically from year to year unless one of the 
contracting parties gives notice of termination three months before its 
expiry. Quota lists to be exchanged remain the same as those agreed 
for the year 1960 with the exception of some modifications to take 
account of the recent liberalization measures. The French text of the 
notice giving full quota lists to be exchanged may be seen at the Export 
Services Branch, Board of Trade, Room 722, Lacon House, Theobalds 
Road, London, W.C.1. 


France and Turkey 


THE FRENCH Moniteur Officiel du Commerce International of May 13, 
published details of a new trade agreement between France and Turkey. 

By an exchange of letters dated April 8, 1961, this arrangement 
fixes the exchange of trade for one year with effect from January 1, 
1961, between the Government of Turkey on the one hand, and the 
Government of France, Republic of Chad, Central African Republic, 
and the Islamic Republic of Mauretania on the other. The Agree- 
ment will be renewed by tacit consent unless denounced by one 
of the parties within three months of the expiry of each year. 

Turkish exports to France will include oranges, melons, dried fruit, 
peanuts, soya beans, linseed, sunflower seeds, hemp seed, sesame 
seed and various agricultural products. 

French exports to Turkey will be admitted within the limits of 
global quotas.

Sweden and Hungary 


THE SWEDISH Ministry for Foreign Affairs has announced that a 
new trade agreement between Sweden and Hungary for the period 
February |, 1961 to January 31, 1962, was initialled in Budapest on 
April 7, 1961. It will enter into force after approval by the respective 
governments. 


Swedish export items for which increased quotas have been estab- 
lished include iron ore, cellulose, hides, dressed leather, chemicals and 
pharmaceutical products, electrical resistance material, hard metal 
powder, various machines and apparatus, including metal working 
machines. 


Increased quotas have been agreed for Hungarian exports of furs, 
sawn hardwood, rolling mill products, electric lamp bulbs, neon tubes 
and components, radio and television receivers and agricultural 
products. In addition, new quotas have been fixed inter alia for elec- 
trical equipment, electrical retorts, refractory bricks and cranes and 
gantries. 


Roumania and Austria 


IT HAS BEEN reported that a new five-year trade agreement between 
Roumania and Austria for the period May 1, 1961 to April 30, 1966, 
has been signed. 

The principal Roumanian exports will be chemicals, oil products, 
foodstuffs and machinery and the main Austrian exports: rolled steel 
products, machinery and engineering products, paper, fibre and yarns 
and food stuffs. 


An increase of 50 per cent. in the volume of trade between the two 
countries is envisaged. 


TRADE 
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Czechoslovakia and Federal Republic of Germany 


A PROTOCOL on the Exchange of Commodities between Czechoslova- 
kia and the Federal Republic of Germany was initialled in Bonn on 
March 14 and was signed in Prague on March 23. The Protocol covers 
trade between the two countries for the period 1961 and takes into 
account the possibility of an extension for 1962 and 1963.

Ceylon and Bulgaria 


THE UNITED KINGDOM Trade Commissioner in Colombo has 
reported that a trade and payments agreement has been signed between 
the Governments of Ceylon and the Peoples Republic of Bulgaria. 
The agreement provides for the mutual extension of the most favoured 
nation treatment and for the mutual exchange of goods. 

The schedule of items available for export from Ceylon includes 
tea, rubber, desiccated coconut, coconut oil, copra, graphite, coir fibre 
and coir yarn. 

The Bulgarian items listed are machinery, equipment, electrical 
installations, cables, cement, asbestos, textiles, chemicals, pharma- 
ceuticals, sugar, iron and steel and steel products. Other goods of 
course may also be exchanged between the two countries. 


Morocco and Cuba 


THE MOROCCAN Bulletin Officiel of May 19, 1961, published 
the text of a new trade agreement between Morocco and Cuba 
signed in Rabat on March 29, 1961, and valid for one year from 
March 29, 1961 to March 28, 1962. 

The agreement provides for the exchange of goods to the value 
of 100 million dirhams (£7 million) in each direction and payment 
will be made in convertible currency. 

Cuban exports to Morocco will include sugar, cigarette and leaf 
tobacco, and bees’ honey. 

Moroccan exports to Cuba will include phosphates, cork, seeds, 
secondary cereals, wines and vermouths, olive oil, vegatable hair, 
paper pulp, lentils, various tinned foodstuffs, knitwear and made 
up goods, wool blankets, pharmaceutical and chemical products, 
explosives, lorries, tractors and products of the metal industry.

Japan and Peru 


A COMMERCIAL Treaty between Japan and Peru was signed in Tokyo 
on May 15. 


The Treaty, which is valid for three years in the first instance, provides 
for most-favoured-nation treatment in respect of tariffs,foreign exchange 
export and import regulations, entry, stay and business activities. The 
parties hope that it will lead to an expansion of trade between them. 


In 1960 Japanese imports from Peru were valued at about £13-7 
million and her exports to Peru at about £4-4 million. The main com- 
modities imported are: sugar, fish meal, raw cotton, iron ore, miscel- 
laneous non-ferrous ores, silver, and copper and lead ingots and slabs. 
The main exports are: fertilizers, textiles, fishing nets, iron and steel 
products, sewing machines, vehicles, toys and miscellaneous consumer 
goods. 


Central American Economic Integration 


A NOTICE published in the Board of Trade Journal on February 3, 
1961, reported the signature in Managua on December 14, 1960 
between Guatemala, El Salvador, Honduras and Nicaragua of a 
General Treaty for Central American Economic Integration. and also 
an Act creating the Central American Bank of Economic Integration. 

Instruments of Ratification have now been deposited with the 
Secretariat General of the Organization of Central American States by 
Guatemala, El Salvador and Nicaragua and, according to the terms 
thereof, the Treaty and Act became effective as between these three 
signatories on June 3, 1961.

Office of the Tariff Commission, located in Room 437 of the 
Custom House, where they may be read and copied by persons 
interested. 

A Public Hearing will begin at 10 a.m. on August 15 in the 
Hearing Room, Tariff Commission Building. The Secretary of the 
Commission should be notified, in writing, at least five days in 
advance of the date set for the hearing by any interested party 
desiring to be present, to produce evidence or to be heard. 

Exporters are advised to ensure that their importers are repre- 
sented at the above hearing, but if for any reason this is impossible, 
it is desirable that the exporter should submit direct to the Com- 
mission any information having a bearing on the investigation. 
This may be done by letter directed to the Commission and will be 
considered by them in their general investigation without requiring 
appearance at the hearing. Exporters who make their representa- 
tions in this way are requested to send copies to the Commercial 
Relations and Exports Department of the Board of Trade, Horse 
Guards Avenue, London, S.W.1.

Escape Clause Application on Creeping Red Fescue 
Seed 


NOTICES were published in the Board of Trade Journal on 
March 24 (page 726) and April 7 (page 841), about the institution 
of a United States Escape Clause investigation into imports of 
Creeping Red Fescue Seed. 

The United States Tariff Commission have now announced that 
this investigation has been terminated and the hearing cancelled 
at the request of the domestic industry concerned. 


Investigation into Blue-Mould and Cheddar Cheeses 


THE UNITED STATES Tariff Commission have instituted a 
supplementary investigation under Section 22 of the Agricultural 
Adjustment Act with respect to the following named cheeses: Blue- 
Mould (except Stilton) cheese, and cheese and substitutes for cheese 
containing, or processed from, blue-mould cheese; and cheddar 
cheese, and cheese and substitutes for cheese containing or pro- 
cessed from, cheddar cheese. 

Annual import quotas were imposed on these cheeses on July |. 
1953 (see Board of Trade Journal of August 22, 1953, page 406) 
and the purpose of this supplementary investigation is to determine 
whether either or both of these quotas should be increased or 
removed. 

A public hearing will be held in the Hearing Room, Tariff Com- 
mission Building, 8th and E Streets, N.W., Washington, D.C., begin- 
ning at 10 a.m. on July 18, 1961. Interested parties desiring to 
appear and to be heard should notify the Secretary of the Com- 
mission, in writing, not later than July 15.

Certification of Antibiotics 


IN 1956, the Iraqi Ministry of Health introduced a regulation under 
which certificates of analysis issued by a Governmental laboratory 
and endorsed both by the appropriate Government department 
and by the Iragi representative in the exporting country, must be 
provided for each consignment of antibiotics imported into Iraq. 
(This regulation was first published in the Board of Trade Journal on 
April 26, 1956). 

Arrangements were made by the Government Chemists Department 
and by the Ministry of Health for the issue of such certificates. The 
Government Chemists Department has since changed its address, 
and in future all applications for such certificates should be sent in 
writing to: Department of Scientific and Industrial Research, Labora- 
tory of the Government Chemist, Division, 4 (3), Clement’s Inn Passage, 
Strand, W.C.2. All applications should be accompanied by: 


(a) Samples of each batch of each antibiotic to be shipped to Iraq. 
(b) One copy of the manufacturer’s own report of analysis. 
(c) Information of ‘overages’ where necessary. 


(d) In the case of antibiotics for which no method of assay is recom- 
mended in the British Pharmacopoeia, a reference to the method 
used (if this is in circulation) or details of the method. 


(e) An indication of the latest date at which issue of the certificate 
will be convenient for the proposed export arrangements. 
Where new products are involved manufacturers should allow 
as much time as possible. 

A copy of each application should be sent to the Ministry of Health, 

Division 3D (2), Saville Row, London, W.1. 

The Government Chemist’s Department would prefer to receive 

several samples for analysis from manufacturers at one time rather 


than individual specimens. A charge of £2 2s. will be made for the issue 
of each certificate. 


Exporters who have not themselves manufactured the antibiotics 
which they are exporting to Iraq, should arrange with the actual 
manufacturers to provide the necessary certificates and not apply direct 
to the Government Chemist’s Department or to the Ministry of Health.

‘Goods which possibly fit a description given in the first column must be regarded as 
subject to specific permit if classifiable under any relative tariff item shown in the second 
column. 

‘Unless specially mentioned parts of listed articles are excluded however. 

‘Certain goods listed in Group A (paragraph 4) of the Notice are also covered by the 
restricted list. However, general merchandise permits will be accepted if tendered in respect 
of goods covered by a generalized item of the restricted list but nevertheless specified in 
(sroup A. 

‘Permits issued before revision of the restricted list in cover of goods included in Group A 
of paragraph 4 of Government Notice No. 1999 of December 9, 1960, will still be valid 
for goods, ¢.g., carpets, now omitted from Group A in Government Notice No. 721 of 
May 12, 1961, and now included in the restricted list. 

‘The Bill of Lading date must be taken as the date of shipment except that in the case of 
goods shipped from a Port outside the country of supply, e.g., imports ex Switzerland, 
Czechoslovakia, etc., the date of despatch from the country of supply and through con- 

signment to the U nion, will apply provided such date is established by satisfactory evidence 
to the Collector of Customs and Excise. 

‘Monetary machines have been deleted from the restricted list and bananas are again 
excluded from the general item relating to foods, although not now specifically mentioned.’ 


RELEASE OF GOODS PENDING PRODUCTION OF PERMITS.
